Tl — In these two passages there is, in- 
deed, strong evidence of the truth of uni- 
versal salvation. In one instance Paul says 
that God is the " Saviour of all men ; " and 
in the other he says, " God will have all 
men to be saved." Can you quote any of 
the words of Jesus, which seem to teach 
the same doctrine ? 

jS. — In St. John's gospel^ 8d chapter, 
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17th verse, we read, "For God sent not his 
Son into the world to condemn the world, 
but that the world through him might be 
saved." 

T, — What VA meant by the word "world," 
in that passage ? 

S. — All the people of the world. 

y, — And so it appears that Jesus came 
into the world to save all the people of the 
world ? 

S. — I think that must be the meaning of 
his words. 

T. — Well, if God sent him to save the 
world, wdll he do it, or will he fail ? 

<S. — The prophet Isaiah, in speaking of 
the coming Messiaa (which was Jesus 
Christ) said, " the pleasure of the Lord 
shall prosper in his hand." 

T. — And what is said of Jesus in the 
next verse ? 

^. — " He shall see of the travail of his 
soul and be satisfied." 

T. — Will he be satisfied till he has per- 
formed the work for which he came ? 
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iSw— In Isaiah xlii. 4, we read that '^ he 
shall not fail nor be discouraged, till he 
have set judgment in the earth ; and the 
isles shall wait for his law." 

7. — What does Jesus say that he came 
to do? 

& — He says that he came to do the will 
of him that sent him; 

T. — And does he say what that will is ? 

& — He does. In St. John's gospel, 6th 
chapter, 89th verse, we read, ^^ and this is 
the Father's will that sent me, that of all 
which he hath giyen me I should lose 
nothing, but raise it up again at the last 
day." 

r. — Does he say how many the Father 
hath given him ? 

S. — He says, "the Father loveth the 
Son, and hath given all things into his 
hands." 

T* — Does the Saviour make any promise 
in relation to all which the Father gave 
him? 

8. — He does. He says in St. John's gos- 
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pel, 6th chapter, 37th verse : " All that the 
Father giveth me shall come unto me, and 
him that Cometh unto me I wiU in no wise 
cast out." 

T. — In view of such testimonies, what is 
your belief? 

S» — ^I believe that all men onto Jesus will oome. 
And by him be exalted to their native home; 
'Tis the will of the Father which Jesus will do, 
'Tis the promise of him who is faithful and true.

T. — ^Where do we find a record of his 
vision ? 

<S. — In the fifth chapter of Kevelation. 

T. — ^Will you repeat the passage ? 

S. — "And every creature which is in 
heaven, and on the earth, and under the 
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earth, and such as are in the sea, and all 
tiiat are in them, heard I saying, Blessing 
and honor and glory and power be unto 
him that sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb forever and ever." 

T, — ^Yes, that is what God enabled the 
Apostle to see of the result of Christ's mis- 
sion in the earth. It was evidently a view 
of heaven as it will be when the last sinner 
is saved, and by the resurrection brought 
# home to the spirit world. And if all shafl 
then join in ascriptions of praise to their Re- 
deemer, (dl will he happy.

Scholar, — He lov^s them so well that he 
will not save them from deserved pimish- 
ment. 

T, — What do you mean by that ? 

8. — ^When we do wrong, we are punish- 
ed that we may do wrong no more. 

T. — ^And how does that show that God 
loves you ? 

8, — When we do wrong, we are un- 
happy : God loves us so much that he does 
not wish us to be unhappy ; therefore he 
punishes us to prevent out doing wrong. 

2\ — ^Does God punish every one who In- 
tentionally does wrong ? 

8. — ^Yes ; he will " by no means clear the 
guilty." . 
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T. — How do you know this ? 

S, — ^I read that he will not, in Exodus 
84th chap., 7th verse. 

r. — Can you name any other passage of 
Scripture which teaches the same important 
truth? 

iS. — ^I can. We read in (Prov. 11 : 21), 
that though hand join in hand, the wicked 
shall not go unpunished. 

T. — ^Do I then understand you to say 
that God punishes sinners, because he loves 
them? 

S. — ^Yes : he punishes them to make them 
better and happier. 

T. — Can you quote any Scripture, which 
proves that? 

/S^.— Yes : In (Deut. 8 : 5) we read as fol- 
lows : — " As a man chasteneth his son, so 
the Lord thy God chasteneth thee." 

T. — Can you repeat any other passage 
which teaches the same doctrine ? 

S.—l can. (Heb. 12 : 6.) " Whom the 
Lord loveth he chasteneth and scourgeth 
every son whom he receiveth." 
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71 — Do you think of still another pas- 
sage which teaches the same doctrine ? 

S> — In the chapter last named St. Paul 
says, " Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth joyous but grievous; — ^nevertheless, 
afterward, it yieldeth the peaceable fruits 
of righteousness, unto them which are exer- 
cised thereby. 

T. — ^The Scriptures you have quoted 
seem quite conclusive upon this subject, and 
I like the idea which you have advanced. 
God loves us too well to allow us to escape 
a deserved punishment* He punishes to 
make us feel that the way of the transgres- 
sor is hard, so that we may shun that way 
and walk in the paths of righteousness, 
which are the paths of peace. 

8, — Our Father sees us when we gc astray 

And calls us back to walk in Wisdom's way ; 
He makes the heart with bitter anguish bum, 
'TiU we obey and unto him return.

CONTINUED. 

Teacher,.*^Jn your last lesson^ you said 
that God punishes the sinner, as % father 
punishes his disobedient son* Now do you 
think that any father would wish to punish 
his son forever ? 

/S.— I think that a good father would 
punish only just enough to make his sou 
obey him. * 

?l— Then if God punishes to make the 
sinner obey him, he will cease to punish 
when the sinner obeys. Is that your idea ? 

/S'.— *Certainly 5 for when we obey God| 
he will have nothing to punish us for. 

T.r— Do you think there will come a time 
when all God's children will obey him ? 

iS?.— 'The Lord saya^ by his Prophet 
Isaiah, that unto him every knee shall bow 
and every tongue declare that in him they 
have righteousness and strength. If all are 
to do that, then will not all obey him ? 
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7^.— ^Tf all are to have rigliteottsness and 
Btrengtii in God, then all will obey him ; for 
the disobedient hare not righteousness^ 
Can you give any other reason for believing 
that all will finally obey God ? 

iS.— Yes> we have the promise that Christ 
shall " Finish sin and bring in everlasting 
righteousness"— -and if sin is to befinished^ 
then all will obey God. 

y.-— That is a just conclusion. If sin is 
to be finished, the object of punishment 
will be accomplished ; righteousness will be 
the result, and all will love and obey the 
Lord, *' from the least even unto the great* 
est%'* You might quote much more Scrip* 
ture to prove this point, but in the last book 
of this series the subject will be treated 
more ftilly § and when you are old enough 
to study that book you will understand the 
only true doctrine of punishment, better 
than you can at this time« 

But let me ask you an important question 
to which this argument brings us. If pun- 
ishment is to result in the good of the 
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punished, can the doctrine o{ endless pun^ 
ishment be true ? 

S. — ^I<think not ; for if the punishment is 
to be endless, when will the good result be 
obtained ? 

T. — ^That question is well put. If the 
punishment is to be endless, when will the 
good of the punishment be realized ? But 
let us look at this matter in another light. 
Do you believe that any earthly father 
woidd think it right to punish his very 
wicked son forever ? 

JS. — O no I he would have some mercy 
upon him. 

T. — ^And as God*s mercy is greater than 
that of any earthly father, and as his mercy 
endureth forever, it is very plain that he 
would not condemn a child of his to endless 
punishment. 

S. — ^Does not the Bible say that he will 
not? 

r. — ^Yes: but what passage would you 
quote, in which we have such an as- 
surance ?

S. — " For the Lord will not cast off for- 
ever, but though he cause grief, yet will 
he have compassion according to the multi- 
tude of his mercies.'* (Lam. 3 : 31, 32). 

T. — ^That is very positive, and is just in 
accordance with our doctrine of God's love. 
He will not cast off forever. His love will 
continue and finally triumph* Good will 
overcome evil-— the last sinner will find the 
path of transgression, a hard- one to travel, 
and then will he come and walk in the way 
of holiness. And now children, tell me 
how you ought to feel towards a God so 
fiiU of love and mercy ? 

<S.— We ought to feel as the Psalmist 
David did, when he said " Bless the Lord, 
O my soul, and all that is within me, bless 
his holy name." 

T. — -Is it not strange that any one should 
disobey such a loving and merciful God ? 

S. — Yes ; and it is strange that any one 
should sin against him when he is sure to 
punish the transgressor. 

T. — ^Yes ; it is very strange ; but very 
many who sin against God's law, hope to 
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escape unpunished. Can you tell me how 
they expect to escape ? 

S. — They beKeve that repentance will 
save them from punishment and they mean 
to repent, at some future time, and so go clear. 

T. — ^Yes, there are those who have such 
an idea and intention, but they are mis- 
taken. As you have already said, God 
" will by no means clear the guilty." 

But if he would save them from punish- 
ment, because of their repentance, how un- 
just it would be for them to sin against 
him, in view of such great mercy. No, 
children, I hope you will obey God because 
you love him : and then you will not only 
escape punishment, but you will always be 
happy. The Psalmist says, " Great peace 
have they who love thy law and nothing 
shall offend them." 

I love the Lord and will his law obey, 
1*11 seek to walk in wisdom's pleasant way. 
But if I err, the rod of Love will fall 
And I'll receive it as my Father's call 
To walk again in paths of truth and love 
Towards heavenly mansions in the world abore.

A TALK ABOUT FOBGIVENESS. 

Teacher, — ^We have given some attention 
to the subject of Punishmerd^ and in thijs 
lesson will talk of Forgiveness. What do 
you understand by that word ? 

Scholar. — ^I do not think I can answer 
you to my own satisfaction : will you please 
to explain it to us ? 

T, — ^I shall be happy to do so, for it is 
important that you have right ideas con- 
cerning it. If any one intentionally does 
you an injury, do you feel towards him the 
same as you did before ? 

8. — Certainly not. I lose confidence in 
him, and esteem him less than before. 

T. — ^What must he do to restore your 
confidence and gain your respect ? 

8. — He must satisfy me that he sincerely 
regrets the acts, by which he wronged me, 
and that it is his wish to do me good, and 
deal justly by me. 

T. — ^In other words, he must sincerely 
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repent of his offence and resolve to do right 
in all future time. And if you are satisfied 
that he has truly repented and that he is 
resolved to sin against you no more, how 
then do you feel toward him ? 

/S, — ^I would trust him again and try to 
think no more of his offence. 

T. — Yes : or in other words, you would 
forgive him. 

>S. — ^Is th^t what forgiveness means ? 

T. — ^Yes : you get a very good idea of 
forgiveness, from that illustration. When 
you are older you may gain a still better 
view of this subject ; but this idea Is suf- 
ficient for your present purpose, and correct 
60 far as it goes. You see therefore, that 
repentance must precede forgiveness. 

S. — ^Yes : we could not have confidence 
in one who had injured us, until we were 
satisfied that he repented of his former act. 

T. — ^And might not the very fact of being 
shut out from your confidence and esteem, 
act as a punishment, to bring him to re« 
pentance. 
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&V— I can see that It might* 

r. — ^Now let us see how it is with Ood^ 
and those persons who sin against him. He 
tells them to ohej his law and they dis- 
obey. He tells them to do good unto 
his other children and they wrong and 
abuse them. What must they do before 
God will forgive them? 

iS, — They must repent and resolve to 
obey God's requirement. 

T. — Will God seek in any way to cause 
them to repent ? 

S. — He will. He will punish them for 
their offences. 

T. — Do I understand you to say that God 
will punish them^ that he may be able to 
forgive them ? 

S* — I think that is the correct idea. He 
punishes, that they may be brought to re- 
pentance, because they must repent before 
he can forgive. 

T. — You state the case fairly, and if God 
is willing to forgive at the very moment 
when he inflicts the punishment, then he 
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must punish in the spirit of love. Let me 
now ask you, if forgiveness saves the sin- 
ner from deserved punishment ? 

>S^. — I think not. I think that a sufficient 
punishment to Induce repentance must pre- 
cede forgiveness. 

j3. — If that is so, is punishment a bless- 
ing or a curse to the sinner ? 

/S. — It is a blesslnor. 

T. — ^You are riorht. It is like a needed 
medicine to a sick patient — ^unpleasant and 
the cause of temporary pain, but in its last 
results, healing and health-giving. Tell me 
now, if you can, what is the effect of for- 
giveness, on the sinner ? 

& — It restores him to confidence. It 
makes him stand the same in the love and 
confidence of God, as if he had not sinned 
nt all. His offence is overlooked. His sin 
is covered. 

T. — And do you believe that all men 
who have sinned against God will repent 
and receive forgivenegs ? 
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R— When Saul of Tarsus saw the light of God, 
Upon the face of the ascended Lord, 
In penitence, he kissed the uplifted rod. 
And turned to listen to the Saviour's word. 
So shall it he when to our sinfnl eyes. 
The light of truth comes streaming from the skies. 
In God revealed, our Father we shall see. 
And praying ^^ par don,'''* bow to him the knee. 
— • ■

T.— Why are they called Testaments ? 

S. — A testament is a Will or Covenant ; 
and the Old Testament Is God^s CoTenant 
with the world, under the old or Mosaic dis- 
pensation, and the Netjo Testament is his 
Will, as reyealed in Jesus Christ, under the 
New dispensation. • 

T, — ^Yes, in the Old dispensation we 
have the covenant of God with Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob, and his Will as revealed 
to Mo&es and the prophets ; and in the New 
Testament, we have an addition to the 
former Will, as revealed in the Gospel of 
Christ. Will you name the first five books 
of the Old Testament ? 

iS. — Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Num- 
bers, and Deuteronomy. 

T. — ^What are those books sometimea 

called ? 

& — The JPentaieuch^ or the five books of 

Moses. 

T. — By whom were those books written? 

S. — They were written in the days iii 
Moses, and it is generally supposed that 
they were written by Moses himself. 
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T. — ^How long ago did Moses Kve ? 

S. — ^More than three thousand years ago. 

T. — ^What important facts of history do 
we find in the Pentateuch? 

iS. — We read there of the creation of the 
heavens and the earthy and of the creation 
of the first man and the first woman, 

T, — Where do we find the history of the 
flood or deluge ? 

S, — In the book of Genesis. 

T. — How long did the waters of the flood 
continue upon the earth ? 

S. — About one year. 

T. — What good man lived at that time ? 

&— Noah. 

T. — How did the Lord provide for him 
and for his family ? 

*S. — He taught him how to build an 
Ark in which he rode upon the waters and 
was saved. 

T. — We have spoken of three great and 
good men with whom God made a covenant. 
Will you repeat their names ? 

iS. — Abraham, Isaac and Jacob. 
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T. — ^Dldthey live bef<in?eQT after the flood? 
&-^After the flood. 

T. — ^By what other name was Jacob 
called ? 

&— ^He was called Israel. 

T. — What were his decendants called ? 

S. — The children of Israel. 



I?OTE.— In the lessons wMoh relate to Bible History the 
Terse at the close, will be omitted; and the teacher is ad- 
monished to read each note with care, and follow thedi- 
Teotions therein given. ' In these last lessons of this book 
many words wiU occur that will need explanation, and 
unless they are understood, the lesson will do the child 
but little good. In this lesson such words as dispensation , 
covenant. Mosaic, and desi endants, should be defined in 
words more simple, so that when they are used aga^n, 
they will be understood, and thus the knowledge of the 
child will be increasing in more than one direction. 
Talk with the child about the flood— and it would be well 
to give a definition to the names given to the five books 
ni^med in this lesson. Why is the first book called 
Genesis? &c.

/S. — ^They came down into Egypt, and 
Joseph waa kind to them, and saved their 
lives by giving them food in the years of 
famine. 

T. — -What became of their children after 
Joseph died? 

^. — ^They were made slaves in Egypt, 
where they lived and toiled for the Egyp- 
tians, a great many years. 

T. — ^What were they called ? 
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S. — ^The Hebrews, or the chSdren of 
Israel. 

T. — ^What great man was raised up to 

be their deliverer ? 

&— Moses. 

T. — Will you tell me the story about the infant 
Moses, and how be was saved from a cruel death ? 

T. — How did Moses deliver the children 
of Israel from their bondage ? 

& — The Lord was with him and enabled 
him to obtain their release from the king, 
who was afraid to keep them in slavery any 
longer. 

T. — ^Why did the Lord wish to deliver 
the children of Israel from their bondage ? 

S. — Because he had promised to give 
unto them the land of Canaan, and to make 
them a great nation, and to give his holy 
law unto them. 

T. — When Moses led them out of Egypt, 
which way did they go. 

>S. — ^Towards the land which the Lord 
had promised to give them. 

T. — How did they know that the Lord 
was with them ? 
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jS.— ^He dividecj the waters of the Red 
Sea so that they walked over on dry land. 

T. — What other wonderful work did the 
Lord perform which told them that be was 
ever with them ? 

S, — He gave them daily manna or food 
to eat when they were in the desert where 
nothinfjj nrrew to sustain them, 

r. — How long were they in the wilder- 
ness? * 

8. — About forty years. 

T. — What remarkable event happened 
when they were encamped around Mount 
Sinai? 

iS — ^Moses went up into the mountain and 
received from the Lord, the Ten Command- 
ments. 

T. — ^Did he receive from the Lord any 
other laws while he and his people were 
journeying to Canaan ? 

S. — He did. The Lord helped him to 
make known unto Israel the whole law, by 
which they were governed for very many 
years. 
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T. — Of what do we read in the Books of 
Samuel ? 

S. — Of those things that were done in 
Israel during the days of the Prophets Eli 
and Samuel) and the Kings Saul and 
David. 

T. — ^Whafc is there in the history of 
Samuel that is very interesting? 

S. — ^When he was a very small child his 
mother brought him unto Eli the prophet, 
and there presented him unto the Lord for- 
ever. 

T. — ^What else can you say of him ? 

jS, — One night while he was in the tem- 
ple, the Lord called unto him; and he 
thought that it was the prophet who called, 
and he ran to him. But the prophet told 
him that he ^.did not call. Then the boy 
went back to lie down upon his bed and the 
Lord called his name again. He got up 
and ran to Eli the second time, and then the 
prophet knew that the Lord had called the 
boy, and he told him to lie down again and 
if he heard the voice the third time, to 
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answer, saying, '^ speak Lord, thy servant 
heareth,*' — and the Lord called unto him 
again and told him what he would do in 
Israel.

S. — With a stone thrown from a sling.

5!. — He became a famous warrior, a great 
king, and a man who loved to sing praises 
unto God. 

T, — ^What is he sometimes called ? 

8. — ^The sweet singer of Israel. 

NoTB.— Explain about the Priesthood, and about the 
Judges more fully. Enlarge upon the stories in regard 
to Samuel and David. Show the class what the duties of 
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Samuel were as he miniBtered before the Lord as the son 
yant of Eli. 

This lesson afEbrds abundant material for interesttng 
oonversation with the class.

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T, — ^When Israel remembered and served 
God, did they not prosper ? 

^. — ^Tliey did, for the Lord blesses those 
who serve him. 

T. — Why were they carried captives into 
Babylon ? 

^. — Because they did not obey God but 
worshipped Idols. 

T. — Did all the people of Israel worship 
Idols. 

^, — ^No : a few loved and served the 
Lord, but so many forgot him and forsook 
his true worship that the nation was pun- 
ished. 

T. — How long were the children of Is- 
rael kept in captivity ? 

iS. — About eighty years. 

T. — What is the name of the next books 
of the Bible ? 

S. — First and second Chronicles. 

T, — Of what do they treat ? 

5^. — ^They are d kind of Eeview of all that 
goes before them in the Bible history ; but 
chiefly of the history of the Kings. 
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T. — Of what do we read in the Book of 
Ezra? 

iS — Of the people who went up from 
Babylon out of the captivity, and of the 
labors of Ezra in bringing them once more, 
to love and serve the Lord. 

r.— Who was Ezra ? 

S. — He was a devout and learned Israel- 
ite, who was authorized by the Eong of 
Persia to do that work. 

T. — ^What else can you say of Ezra ? 

^.— He was a great scribe, or writer, and 
he collected and re-wrote much, if not all, 
of the Jewish law. 

T. — What will you say of the Book of 
Nehemiah ? 

^. — It contains a history of the rebuild- 
ing of the walls of Jerusalem, and the 
temple, that had been destroyed by the 
King of Babylon. 

T. — ^What temple was that? 

^. — ^The temple that i^as built by Eang 
Solomon. 

T.— What is the next book of the Bible 
called? 
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S.—The Book of Esther. 

T.—Who was Esther ? 

S. — She was a Jewess, and the wife of 
the great King of Persia and Media. 

T. — What do you read in that book ? 

S. — ^The story of her being made Queen, 
ftnd how she saved her people, the Jews, 
from being slain. 

T. — ^Who were the Jews ? 

S. — ^The same people that we have been 
calling the children of Israel. 



Note. — ^Tell the story of the captivity. Show the class 
that the only safety and prosperity Israel ever eivjoyed, 
-was when they remembered and obeyed the Lord. Show 
that it has been so and will be so with every nation. 

Tell the story of the rebuilding of the walls of Jeru- 
salem. Talk more of Ezra and more of Nehemiah and 
explain how it was that a king of a heathen nation should 
direct them to rebuild Jerusalem. 

Tell the class about Haman and Mordecu, as recorded 
in Esther.

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Scholar.^^lt is a very wonderM book. 

r.— What does it teach ? 

S.'^lt teaches that those who put their 
trust in the good Lord, wiU never be for- 
saken. 

y.— Yes : we learn from that book, that 
those who are patient, and are ready to say, 
" let the Lord's will be done,'* never fail of 
success and happiness in the end. 

Who wrote the next book in the Bible ? 

/?.— David, King of Israel. 

T. — ^Do you say that he wrote all the 
Psalms ? 

^.-^No: It is supposed that some of 
them were composed by others. 

T. — ^Why then are they called the 
Psalms of David ? 

^.'-^Because he composed the larger 
portion of them, and they were probably 
all used, in his time, in the temple service. 

1!— What do you mean by that ? 

^.-—They were sung, during the reign of 
King David, in the temple of worship. 

T.-— How could such Psalms be sung ? 
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S. — ^They were written like poetry— and 
were probably chanted. 

T. — ^What can you say of the Psalms ? 

S.— They are very beautiful, and almost 
everybody loves to read them. 

T. — Who is the author of the Book of 
Proverbs, and the Book called Ecclesiattes ? 

S. — Solomon, King of Israel, who was 
the son of King David. 

Z— What are the Proverbs ? 

S. — ^They are short sayings, full of wis- 
dom. 

T. — What are they given to teach ? 

S. — Almost every lesson that we need to 
learn. 

y._What one wise lesson can you name, 
which is found in Proverbs ? 

^.-— That which teaches that the good 
are happy, and that the sinful are miser- 
able, in this world. 

T. — What is the character of the Book 
of Ecclesiastes ? 

S. — Much the same as that of Proverbs. 

T. — ^After the Book called the JSonff of 
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Solomon^ in which the wise man, as it is 
supposed, praises the beauty of the Church 
of Christ, comparing it to a beautiful 
woman, we come to other books, called 
Prophecies. 

Can you tell me what a prophesy is ? 

^. — It is that which tells of something 
which will take place in the future. 

T. — What is a prophet ? 

S. — One who utters, or speaks pro- 
phecies. 

T. — How could a prophet tell what was 
to happen in future years ? 

&— By the wisdom which God should 
give him for that purpose. 

T. — ^Did God help the prophets of Israel 
to foretell future events ? 

^. — ^He did. Some of them truly fore- 
told events that were hundreds of years in 
the future. 

T. — How do we know that they pro- 
phecied truly ? 

S. — ^Because the events foretold hav^ 
come to pass. 
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T.— What books of the Old Testament 
are prophetic? 

S. — All those which we have not named 
in this History of the Bible, except Lamen- 
tations. 

T. — Will you name them ? 

S. — ^Isaiahy Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel, 
Hosea, Joel, Amos, Obadiah, Jonah, 
Micah, Nahum, Habakkuk, Zephaniah, 
Haggai, Zechariah, and Malachi. 



Note. — It may be well to talk of the trials and patience 
of Job, and show how the book is an important lesson to 
all men. Show the class how the Psalms were originally 
written, and how they were evidently intended to be sung 
or chanted. Give other lessons from the Book of Pro- 
verbs, and show how certainly the Lord was with the 
Srophets to enable them to prophecy so wonderfully, 
^ive examples of their prophecies that have been 
falfiUed.

8. — ^Because each one of those men wrote 
those things of Jesus which they had seen 
and heard, as he had seen and heard them.

<S. — ^Thou shaJt not make unto thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of anything 
that is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that is in the waters un- 
der the earth. Thou shalt not bow down 
thyself to them, nor serve them ; for I the 
Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting 
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the iniquity of the fathers upon the children, . 
unto the third and fourth generation, of 
them that hate me, and showing mercy un- 
to thousands of them that love me, and keep 
mv commandments.
